COLOSSAL STATUE OF WASHINGTON. 

This Statue, cut from a single block of the finest Carrara marble, owes its conception 
and existence to Mahlon Dickerson Eyre, Esq., the well known American Banker of Florence, 
Italy, whose patriotism led him to forward it at great cost to occupy its place at the Centen¬ 
nial The motive is from Leutze’s celebrated picture of Washington crossing the Delaware, 
in the gallery of Marshall O. Roberts, Esq., of New York. The attitude is spirited and 
commanding, the features being after Houdon’s bust, the only one made during Washington s 
life. Great attention has been paid to the various details of uniform, &c. The bold and 
vigorous handling of Sig. Cesare Faggioni, the young sculptor, by whom the original model 
was made, are indicative of talent which should warrant other eminent works from his 
hand ; while Mr. Eyre's munificence in ordering its execution, and the interest which caused 
him to give it his personal supervision, cannot be too highly characterized. The statue is a 
prominent object among the many adorning the Centennial grounds. An opportunity, not 
to be undervalued, is now afforded for a State, a city, college, or a public park, to acquire 
this imposing figure, of which a photograph will be furnished on application.
